Your committee congonent with instructions given them beg 
leave to report as follows : 


We have taken option on Lot 19, in the sixth Concession of 
the Township of South Walsingham. The Lot contains ninety- 
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nine acres more or less, and the option is ffor five dollars an acre. 
It.is enclosed by wire fence that would protect it for the present. 
There is perhaps ten acres or so of undergrowth, with possibly a 
hundred or more pine trees several inches in diameter and consider- 
able of other small timber.

Report of County Road Committee. 
To the Warden and Members of the County Council. 
Gentlemen : 


Your Committee for the County Road System beg leave to re- 
port as follows : 








1.—We attended the Good Roads Convention at Toronto on 
March 8, 4 and 5, at which there was a splendid representation of 
the different Municipalities of the Province. We were strongly 
impressed with the universal confidence placed in the policy of the 
Highway Department. Some criticisms of the expense were 
brought out but it was the general opinion that this would right 
itself with the re adjustment of wages. It was conceded that where 
large amounts of work was being done it was good policy to use 
machinery as much as possible. 


2.—Conditions being somewhat changed this year’s work has 
been progressing more rapidly than in previous years. 


3.—There has been about eight and one half miles of road 
gravelled in 'lownsend and Woodhouse during the exceptional good 
weather conditions in the late winter months. 


4.—Construction on Road No. 386 is being pushed forward at 
good speed, one mile has been completed and three-quarters of a 
mile of base laid and with no unforseen drawbacks should reach 
Port Dover in September. 


5.—On No. 17 about one and three-quarter miles of base 
course completed. 


6.—Construction on Road No 9 has started having been de- 
jayed by weather conditions. About one mile on Hast end and 
three-quarters in Vittoria has been gravelled as maintenance. 


7.—Road No. 6 is being resurfaced. 


8 —About two miles has been: gravelled as maintenance on 
Road No. 2 from pit purchased last year. 


9.—Grading is being done on Road No..21, and the outfit will 
be kept going in Townsend and Woodhouse for some time. 


10.—A gravel pit was purchased on Lot 15, Concession 14, 
North Walsingham, and in doing so were compelled to take a farm 
of one hundred acres, on which there are fifteen acres of good 
second growth timber and seventy five acres which will be available 
for reforestration. 
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11 — Following the adoption of the Superintendent’s report 
we have purchased machinery as recommended, two trucks and one 
gasoline shovel, which is installed in North Walsingham. 


12.—The Port Dover Bridge having been placed on the County 
Road System we can report that good progress is being made and 
soon will be completed. 


13 —We wou'd recommend that the G. T. R. be granted the 
right to cross Road No. 15 at Renton with extension of siding. 


14.— We have up to date passed accounts totaling One Hun- 
dred and Seven Thousand Dollars. We recommend that an expen- 
diture of an amount equal to a levy of Six and one-half mills be © 
provided for Roads and that the cost of Bridges be borne by the 
sale of debentures.
